GIVE BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF WHAT HAPPENED? 

On Thursday, June 14*, aoia T around 0614 hps., First District Metropolitan Poliee Officer Fersner was flagged down by a female ai 
and H Street N.E, The female advis ed the officer that she arrived at work and discovered her employer Iving on the floor behind the 
counter inside Grace Deli located at^HH Street N.E. Officer Fersner and responding officers located the decedent inside the store 
behind the counter where the cash register is located. She was unconscious, and unresponsive. The decadent appeared to have a 
small defect on the back of her neck. DC Fire and EMS Units arrived and examined the decedent, finding no sixns of life. The 
decedent was identified on the scene as Ilae Soon Lim, Asian female, born Jury 7, 1947, 

After the scene was processed for evidence by members of the Crime Scene Investigation Division, the decedent's remains were 
transported to the Office of the Chief Medical Examiner for the District of Columbia, where an external examination and x-ray 
indicated that she had been shot. Doctor Joseph Pestaner performed the autopsy on the decedent, the Doctor ruled that the cause of 
death was a gunshot wound of the neck, and the manner of death was ml erf homicide. 

Paring the examination and processing of the crime scene, several items were dusted for latent fingerprints. Additionally, other 
items such as the cash register drawer and an empty handgun holster were recovered* The empty handgun holster was recovered 
inches from the decedent as she was lying on the floor. 

Biological evidence was recovered from both the empty handgun bolster and a cash register drawer. This evidence was analyzed bv 
the District of Columbia Department of Forensic Science, and it was determined that both the handgun holster and the cash register 
drawer had enough DNA to develop a UNA Profile, The DNA profile obtained from the holster was entered into the Combined DNA 
Index System, or COD IS, for routine searching of the National DNA Database, The District of Columbia Department of Forensic 
Science reported that a CODIS match identified the defendants, Steven Vondell Williams, AKA Steventh Vondell Williams, D,C B 
o/i3/l96o 3 SSN# DNA as being on the hofeter. 

Your affiant checked Police Department databases for Information on the defendant. It was discovered that the defendant was 
wanted for a Parole Violation Warrant issued by the U S Marshals Se rvice, warrant 30160329938. On August 33^, aoia, the 
defendant was arrested for the warrant inside of ^IM Street N.W, He was transported to the Homicide Branch, where he 

was advised of his rights by your affiant, in the presence of Det- Anthony Paci. At no time did your affiant or Del- Pari tell the 
defendant what they wanted to question him about. The defendant asserted his right to counsel. Your affiant then informed him 
what would happen next— specifically, that he would be processed for the warrant, that detectives would obtain a search warrant for 
his residence, and that they would like to obtain a buccal swab for his DNA if he would consent to on*. While your affiant was 
advising the defendant of these facts, the MFD ease jacket for Ms. Lim/s murder was sitting face-up on the desk in the interview 
room, in plain view of and within arm's reach of the defendant. The face of the jacket included, among other things , Ms. Lim'sname 
and the date and location of the homicide. Instead of looking at your affiant while your affiant was speaking to him, the defendant 
stared directly at the case jacket for approximately 21 seconds before looking up. He then declined to give a buccal swab. 

Your affiant and Det. Paci then left the interview room. Approximately thirty-eight seconds after they did no, the defendant was 
observed on camera standing up, putting on his jacket, hitching up his pants, and saving to himself, "That's a wrap big boy* That's a 
wrap, big boy, Yeah, okay," Appro.idmately two-and-a-half minutes l ater, the defendant was again observed on camera stating, 



"That" s^jo year..." before trailing off. The defendant was subsequently processed for the warrant. 

'A subsequent search warrant was obtained by your affiant from a Judge from the Superior Court for the District of Columbia to 
obtain a current sample of the defendant's DNA. On August 23 rd , 20*2, The defendant's DNA was obtained per the search warrant. 
The defendant's DNA was turned over to the Crime Scene Investigation Division for submission to the District of Columbia 
Department of Forensic Science for comparison to the empty gun holster and a cash register drawer discussed above. 

On October 11* 2012, an additional report was received from the District of Columbia Department of Forensic Science that stated the 
comparison between the defendant's DNA, the empty handgun holster and the cash register drawer were a match. The report went 
on to state that, The probability of selecting an unrelated individual at random having an STR profile matching the DNA profile 
obtained from the empty handgun holster is approximately 1 in 15 quadrillion for the African American Population Database." It 
further stated, The probability of selecting an unrelated individual at random having an STR profile matching the DNA profile 
obtained from the for the cash register was listed as 1 in 9,7 trillion for the African American Population Database." 

On August 30* 2012, a witness, hereafter referred to as W-i, was interviewed by your affiant and Det. Paci in the homicide office. 
W-i stated that IT* observed a news segment that was aired on August 29*, 2012 about the arrest of the defendant. W-j stated that 
the segment showed achp of the carry out and a photo of the decedent, but no photo of the defendant. W-l stated that sometime in 
April of 2012, while IT" was staying at a group home in Northeast, Washington, D.C., "IT" was at that carry out that was shown on 
the news. 

W-i stated that "IT" was approached at a nearby ATM while withdrawing cash, by a subject that said, "I should rob you," W-i 
responded, "I'm not the one." The subject did not display a weapon during this exchange. The subject then engaged W-i in 
conversation, and during the conversation the subject told "IT" that he was thinking about robbing the carry out, but that he would 
probably have to kill the old Korean lady because she wouldn't want to give up her money, 

W-i stated that the subject told "IT* his name at one point in the conversation, but "IT" couldn't remember the name during "TTs" 
interview with detectives. W-l described the subject as a black male, in his 4o's, about 5V tall, dark complected, with a beard. W-l 
revealed during the interview to being diagnosed with schizophrenia, but is functional with medication. Your affiant showed a nine 
photograph array to W-l, one photo was of the defendant in position #8, W-J chose photo #7 as the subject that "IT" had a 
conversation with in April of this year. The subjects in photos #7 and 8 closely resemble each other, including in complexion, 
hairstyle and facial features. The photo was of a subject named Monroe Martin, Jr., PDID #354-652. Martin was arrested on 
6/7/2012, and was released on 6/12/2012 on a fugitive from justice warrant. He had also been arrested on 4/10/2012 by Metropolitan 
Police Department. Records indicate that his current address is in Northwest Washington, D.C. 

Based on the above facts and circumstances, the undersigned affiant believes that there is probable cause for the arrest of the 
defendant, Steven Vondell Williams, for the offense described. The undersigned respectfully requests that a Judge of the Superior 
Court for the District of Columbia issue a warrant for the defendant, Mr. Steven Vondell Williams arrest.
